How to Plant Strawberries 


There is nothing difficult about planting strawberires if one simple 
precaution is taken during planting. That consists of making sure 
that the crown of the plant (where the leaves join the roots) comes 
just at the surface of the soil. The roots should be spread out well 
when planting and not doubled up in a small hole. 


Set plants in garden 16 inches by three feet. In field planting 16 
inches apart in rows 3% feet apart. This latter distance takes about 
'8000 plants for the acre. All varieties listed will be self-pollinizing— 
that is, they will bear even if no other varieties are planted nearby. 
Also, none of these varieties will mix with other varieties in your patch. 

Everyone should have a strawberry patch even if it is no larger 
than a blanket. You will be amazed at the amount of fruit you will 
get even off of a small space and it’s of a quality you can’t begin-to 
get at the market. Then, too, this year, fruits and vegetables of all
